spared Belgium the horrors Of in- 
vasion and occupation.

The French press meanwhile is ac- 
tively discussing the point of Maurice 
Barres, for instance, taking the view 
in the Echo de Paris that a  jomt 
committee of the higher commands 
of all the Allies can only resolve tho 
question, and George Clemenceau, on 
the other hand, arguing strongly in 
favor of France devoting all her 
efforts to ridding French soil of the 
invaders.

BREAK THROUGH 
‘ DARDANELLES. 

“A month ago the answer would 
not have been in doubt.

Whether it could be done now in timo 
is exceedingly doubtful. 

“From the Danube to Nish, where 
the railway branches off to Sofia and 
Constantinople, is about 100 miles. 
From Nish to the Bulgarian frontier 
it is perhaps another forty or fifty 
miles. To cover this 140 miles might 
be the work of three weeks for the 
German expedition, assuming they 
meet with no very serious reverses. 
But the object of the Germans is not 


‘merely to get through, but to estab- 
‘lish thorouzh communication, 


which 
is a very difficult matter. What the 
Turks want is not men, but mami- 
tions, and that means that the rail- 
way through Serbia must be made 
secure against attack. 

“Assuming that 500,000 men have 
crossed the frontier of Serbia, of 
these perhaps 100,000 may hope to 
eross into Bulgaria. The rest will 
be killed or wounded or engaged in 
putting down Serbian guerrillas and 
protecting communications. Allowing 
for these difficulties, perhaps six 
weeks remain for us to act.”

London, October 13.—The issue be- 
tween Bulgaria and Servia apparent- 
ly has been joined squarely. It is 
reported in official circles that Bul- 
garia has declared war. Little is 
known here of the progress of ‘hos- 
tilities between these combatants, 
but the fact is that Bulgaria has 
invaded Servia and is said to have 
suffered reverses in the opening cn- 
gagement. In Northern Servia. the 
Austro-German invaders are mecting 
with stubborn resistance. 

The report from Petrograd yester- 
day of an important Russian success 
in Galicia has been confirmed  offi- 
cially. General Ivanoff has ‘broken 
the Austro-German front along the 
Stripa, taking 2,000 prisoners and a 
number of guns. If the Russian vic- 
tory is as definite as indicated by 
the official announcement the Aus- 
trians may be compelled to fall back 
on Lemberg. 


HAVE MORAL EFFECT. 


Such a retreat would be certain to 
have considerable moral effect in the 
Balkans where the continued neutral- 
ity of several states is believed to ‘be 
due largely to the severe reverses suf- 
fered by Russia during the summer 
campaign. 

In the Dvinsk region desperate but 
indecisive fighting continues with the 
offensive shifting frequently from one 
side to the other: Field Marshal 
von Hindenburg evidently intends to 
continue his attack as it is reported 
reinforcements for his army are on 
thie way to Dvinsk front. 


FRENCH BUSY AGAIN. 

From the western front come re- 
ports bearing evidence that tho 
French are resuming the offensive in 
the Champagne sector. Paris claims 
slow but steady progress accompan- 
ied by the capture of a few prisoners 
and heavy losses for the Germans. 


Zeppelins Orapped Bombs 
Again dn London Last 
Right 


London, October 14 (12.30 a.m:.)— 
Zeppelin airships have made another 
raid over London, dropping bombs. 
Hight persons are declared to have 
been killed and about 34 injured. 
The material damage done is said to 
have ‘been small. 

The home office shortly after mid- 
night issued the following report on 
the raid : : 

‘‘A zeppelin raid was made yester- 
day evening over a portion of the 
London area, when a certain number 
of incendiary and explosive bombs 
were dropped. The material damage 
done was small. A few fires result- 
ed, but they were quickly put out ly 
the fire brigade. The admiralty will 
issue a statement today, when par- 
ticulars are available. . 

“At present it is only possible’ to 
say that no public buildings were in- 
jured, and that the casualties so far 
reported number two women and six 
men killed and about “34 injured. 
With the exception of a soldier killed 
all these were civilians. 

“These figures include all the 
casualties reported at 11.45 o'clock 
Wednesday evening.” 


British Sub’ Sinks 
Another German Liner 


London, October 13.—British sub- 
marines are plying in the vicinity of 
Heligvland Bay, striking at German 
shipping. English undersea boats 
yesterday torpedoed and sank _ the 
Ham urg-American liner Comda, 
4,391 tons, south of the island of 
Oeland in the North Frisian group 
off the south-west Danish coast. 
Thirty-three of the crew were saved.

Standard), 


“The Canadians are facing us. 
They have orders to attack us ‘at a 
quarter past eight. If they charge 
with their usual fury, God help us,’”

geant-major of a famous regiment of 
the Prussian Guards, and found on 
him a diary on which the words 
quoted above had been writeen a few 
hours before.

of all soldiers," as a writer in 
Blackwood’s, ‘‘Maga,’’ the greatest 
of. British magazines, describes them.

a Prussian prisoner, and he said:, 
“Tf all our enemies were British, 
Germany would be beaten. If all 
our enemies were as fierce and swift 
as the Canadians, it would soon be, 
good-night to Germany.’’ And his 
eyes gleamed with hate and admir- 
ation. Then he added: ‘“‘The Prus- 
sians Guards do not, fear God, man 
or devil. But they do fear the Cana-’ 
dians.”’

A. similar 
order is given to a Canadian bat- 
tery.

An WPnglish General remarked 
apropos of a story that the Cana- 
dians were worse than the Gurkhas 
in the little matter of crawling out 
of their trenches at night with little 
regan] for orders to hunt for snipers 
or souvenirs : 

“Well, the Canadians are an extra- 
ordinary lot of men. Don't think 
they'd make soldiers ; quite sure of 
it now; but they are fighters—first 
class fighting men. One day I was 
talking with a Canadian Colonel. 
Several privates came along, looking 
as if they owned the world, or didn’t 
care a toss of your hat for anything 
in it, Big strapping fcllows, with 


myself, if nobody was around.”

“Fair 
demons in a charge, and as good 
snipers as the Germans. Great lads 
to have alongside of you in a pinch. 
Very little discipline as we have it, 
but, their officers get on with them 
all right. Never heard of a Canadian 
offecer being shot accidently. Don:t 


| worry about red tape. Officers talk 


with their men, as if they thought 
they knew something. Our old offi- 


lcers—mostly dead or disabled now— 


were sports, but the mew officers go 
by the book mostly. Suppose half a 
dozen of us are on the lookout for a 
German sniper, and catch sight of 
him? Ifwe shoot before the offices 
sees him, there’s trouble. Maybe the 
officer is shortsighted. While he is 


l trying to get his eyes on .the sniper 


the German picks off four or five of 
us. No matter. We’ve got to wait 
till the officer sees hima and tells us 
to fire. Damn nonsense. That’s not 
the way with the good old Cana- 
dians. When they catch a glimpse of 
a German sniper they shoot and 
shoot quick and straight. Canadians 
are worse than the Gurkhas for get- 
ting out of their trenches at night 
tolook for snipers and souvenirs. 
And when an officer goes along with 
them they tell him what to do if he 
hasn't more experience. And the 
officer listens to them, too. That's 
the beauty of the Canadian system+— 
officers and privates are first of all 
men, not just machines.

| The Front 


Archdeacon Dewdney has handed us 
in the following interesting letter 
from Rev. C. W. G. Moore, former 
rector of St. Luke’s Church, for 
publication.  s 

Gallipoli Peninsula, 
Aug. 6th, 1915. 
My Dear Archdeacon : 

Yesterday I got a fine bunch of 
letters with yours of July Ist a- 
mongst them, the only one from the 
West, many grateful thanks for it. 
Your lay view about the blunder of 
giving the Turks two nionths .time 
to prepare in this Peninsulais quite 
correct, we are paying in blood for 
it now, but I will not discuss that 
now, though you can understand our 
feclings, waiting, waiting since the 
end of February, for the army which 
landed on April 25th. ‘ 

‘However thinrs have gone better 
of late and the Turkish resistance 
has obviously weakened, but still 
they bring more and more fresh 
troops, and quite a stock of ammun- 
ition, so the end is not yet. 

But we are awaiting a new move, 
which we trust will bring us nearer 
our much desired goal. 

The navy will be able once more 
again to assist the army here, for 
the Monitors are a bit too weak for 
the submarines, and at present bom 
bard without the possibility of being 
suddenly sunk, like some of our 
battleships. I am in -my dug out, 
which is not a palatial place, but at 
least it affords shade and shelter 
from the dust, but the flies are legiom 
and one understands how the Hiiv- 
ites dreaded the wrath of Bevlzebub. 

Of course this life has been full of 


wondrous interest, but sometimes 
one fecls weary, but officers and 


men keep going so splendidly that 
the spirit infects all. Probably we 
chaplains here have a different rou- 
tine from those in France. For the 
situation is different, and has under- 
fone many changes. When we first 
landed on April 28th, we did so at 
Gabo Tepe, where we were amongst 
the Australians and the New Zea- 
landers. 

IT had no opportunity to hold any 
service but the Burial Service. Mind 
you we had gone ashore to assist 
jor 48 hours, and so were only dquip- 
ped for that time. However tha 
time was strenuous, constant rifle 
fire, and sniping of the most = un- 
pleasant type, and our fellows in 
very inefficient trenches, where they 
were subjected night and day to 
shrapnel, magazine and rifle fire. 


The deeds of bravery done by men 
in the trenches, and doctors and 
ambulance fellows, all the time was 
marvellous. Never during the whole 
time did I remember any real ces- 
sation from the firing and crack of 
rifle bullets. 

T was allowed to follow along with 
our fellows, but had only experience 
of the trenches, in the fire line. 
Since then on this part near tho 
French we have had our regular turn 
in the firing line, and then in tho 
so-called rest camps. J say so-called 
Dbecauso some rest camps are under 
shell fire, which has madn them 
highly unpleasant spots sometimes, 
for high explosive as well as shrap- 
nel have beon employed. Well I join- 
ed one of the doctors, and live with 
him in the reserve or support ‘bren- 
ches when our fellows occupy — the

early morn, and at dusk Sundays 
and week days. There are various 
units also with bivouacs of their own 
where I. go occasionally for. Holy 
Comn.union Service and other ser- 
vices. During an attack I stay with 
the doctor, at.an advance dressing 
station, while Another chaplain stays 
at the Main Field Ambulance. The 
response to the services has ‘been 
very enéouraging, and undoubtedly 
there is much to be done, for one

when men see their comrades killed 
suddenly at their side. In one bri- 
grade all the officers have been killed 
or wounded, so you will gather what 
changes I have seen. 

Often it has been impossible to 
bury the dead, for no armistice is 
given, and until you take tle next 
trench or two, many of the dead in 
the previous attack have to remain 
unburied. One day we spotted in our 
sector a number of silent forms with 
packs on their backs, etc., in a row 
though in extended order. The 
breeze blew gently, and the waving 
grass and flowers moved around them), 
but they moved not.~One of our 
doctors went out to investigate. He 
returned soon for the enemy ‘began 
to drop bullets around him. But he 
found out who they were, these life- 
less bodies of heroic comrades, for 
the dises were still round their necks, 
though their features were ‘beyond 
recognition. That night a burial 
party with the doctor and myself 
went out. We got all the discs, 
covered over the bodies where they 
lay, held a service at the spot and 
returned. Fortunately not much fir- 
ing was going on, and the bullets 
that came our way whistled  over- 
head. It was an unforgetable scene, 
about 32 bodies in all, one that of 
an officer, men of two famous regi- 
ments, who have added more laurels 
to their splendid record. 

Two rows of these bodies, some 
with hand on entrenching tool, in 
the act of digging in, for the soil 
was displaced for the depth of a few 
inches. Then probably a machine gun 


in the furious turmoil there was no 
time to look after these dead. But 
all with faces going ahead, and when 
found one line was 400 yards further 
on.
